SCHOOL EXHIBITIONS. 


Iu every well-conducted school the 


question arises; "Should there be any 
public 
entertainment 
given!". 
As 


against the system of exhibitions it is 
argued that much valuable school time 
is spent in the preparation; that lessons 
are shortened or dispensed with; that 
only a few scholars, and thoae the ones 
who. least need the drill, receive the 
benefits; that as tho time for the dis- 
play approaches the scholar becomes 
absorbed in it to the neglect of his stud- 
ies, and that it concludes with a blaze 
of excitement likely to be followed by 
lack of interest in school work. If 
these be necessary attendants and re- 
sults we mast class school exhibitions 
with the whooping-cough 
and other 


pestilences. If, however, the regular 
time is put upon school work—if the 
lessons are of the same length, and as 
well prepared up to ami after the tim» 
of the exhibition, and if it is so man- 
aged that while none are burdeaed with 
much, all or nearly all may have some 
work 
in 
and 
derive 
some benefi 


from the 
drill, then 
ti 
school ex- 


hibition would lose its alleged objec 
tionable features. Aguiii: The auglef 
should be smoothed off our young peo 
pie as early in life as possible, and to 
this end the drill preparatory to exhibi 
tions provides the simplest and amplest 
means. 
Every boy, sooner or later, wil 


be culled upon to appear before ussem 
biies of people, aud if at such time he 
has not ease and grace of manners and 
self-confidence acquired by the exhibi 
tion drill, his bookish knowledge, no 
matter how extensive, will avail bu 
little, since ho will be devoid the power 
of 
lucidly 
imparting it to others 


Books should by no means be th< 
sole economy 
of 
the 
school-room 


Etiquette, deportment, carriage, exer 
cise of the,limbs, even danciug, could 
and should be taught, for without ele 
gance of manners education is but a 
diamond in the rough, and in the prop 
er polishing of this the school exhibi 
tion is a prime factor, and perhaps the 
chief one. There is nothing children 
enjoy more than the drills and prepara 
tion of paraphernalia needed in a schoo 
entertainment. They must have som 
relaxation, and one more profitabla anc 
pleasant than that contemplated ha: 
not been suggested by any of the class 
who affect to regard public entertain 
meats by school children as antagonis- 
tic to school duties and discipline. 
This work interspersed through the 
routine "machine" work will be the lit 
tie leaven. 
It will make the child take 


fresh interest in school, and exhibition 
days will stand out as "red-letter days' 
in the memories of those who took pan 
in them after they are no longer chil- 
dren. 
If there is »ny cause for regre 


it is in the fact that they occur too rare- 
ly. Since man has difficulty in getting 
through his year of work without euliv 
enmeut and recreation, how much more 
are such advantages necessary to chil 
dren, who have not the philosophy o 
man to sustain them. 
Science bus 


demonstrated the necessity of recrea 
tion, and when,;as in school exhibitions 
recreation and profit go hand in hand 
there cannot be too many of the one fo 
the attainment of the other.

The Salt Lake Tribune says of a lato 


nvention, which 
promises to work 


omething of a revolution in silver and 
»old mills, where quite o large per cent- 
,ge of the quicksilver used iu collecting 
;old and silver passes off iu the tailing s 
,nd is lost: 


DrisooU's improved sluice boxes are 


designed for the purpose of saving such 
metals from the tailings of mills and 
also for use in placer mining, and it is 
claimed that by their use about nil the 
metal can be collected. The patentee 
of this improvement has been BO long in 
;esting its merits, that it is no longer 
an experiment, but a demonstrated fact 
;hat it economically does its work and 
n a satisfactory manner. 


This invention consists of a box hav- 


ing sides, similar to any sluice box, 
while the bottom is made in a succes- 
sion of riffles. These riffles are made 
by cutting short boards to net as "ris- 
ers" or supports to one end, while the 
other end is made the length of the 
tower, thus making the bottom resem- 
ble tho shape of .saw-teeth pointed up- 
wards. In use, metnls contained in 
placer dirt or tailings from mills will 
collect iu the lower part of these riffles 
and can be easily removed when clean- 
ing up. 
A test was made some time 


ago, at Tuscarora, Kev., in working 
over an old tailings pil« from the mill 
with satisfactory results. 


At the Ontario mill. Park City, a set 


of these sluice-boxes were put iu some 
time ago, and although being only a 
short box, and located below the lower 
agitating fan, proved so successful that 
a longer box has been put in, and cop- 
per plates are to be used for the bot- 
tom. This sluice-box is calculated to 
work in concentrating lead or copper 
ores also, and appears to be a splendid 
invention for the purposes designed. 


Messrs. Driscoll & Barbee, of this 


city, we understand, hold themselves 
in readiness to put in sluice boxes fit 
mills or placer mines, on reasonable 
terms, and they will take contracts to 
save a large per cent, of the quicksilver 
aud amalgam iu the tailings of silvei 
or gold mills, for a percentage of the 
amount thus saved, they taking al' 
risks.

Sierra 
Vullej 


Leader, as long as there is a foot of un 
claimed unproductive land in the val 
ley. There are now a hundred thou 
sand acres of as fine land in this val 
ley as ever produced a crop of grain 
which are 
comparatively worthless 


This land is good and rich aud woulc 
produce immense crops if water ooult 
be had daring a month in the year with 
which it could be irrigated, One of the 
most prominent schemes for this irri 
gating, is the plan of bringing water 
from the Little Truckee river. 
In 1870 


this idea took practical shape by the 
efforts of Mr. William Himes who com- 
menced the construction of a ditch by 
which the waters could be diverted. By 
some miscalculation, 
however, 
the 


grade was the wrong way, and not suc- 
ceeding in his efforts to make water run 
up hill, Mr. Himes became cliscouvagec 
and abandoned his workr After a few 
years interval a company, composed o 
gentlemen from Virginia City, embarkec 
in the same enterprise with the deteim 
iuation to push it through. This was 
in 1877. 
They expended over $1G,000 


in tho construction of ditches and darns- 
uud filed claims to some thousand IK res 
or so of land lying near Loyalton, uudei 
the provisions of th« Desert L md Act, 
which they intended to irrigate. In ihe 
following year the great deal in Sierri 
Novada occurred and most of tbe com 
pany were crushed by financial disaster 
This ended the operations of that com 
pany and for the past three years the 
property has been sold for taxes. A 
year ago the claim to the water and th 
improvements were bought at 
Sheriff's 


sale by a number of Sierra Valle, 
parties, who now have a deed therefor 
These individuals are B.F. Lemmon 
A. Hiizeltorj, M. Hnrden, J. T. Jonec 
andF.M. Rowland. It is their inten 
tiou to continue the operations. 
The 


ditch already constructed is two and i 
half miles long and 
water can auc 


has nearly every year been brought into 
the valley. Tho work this year wil 
consist in extending the ditch as far a; 
Lemmon's ranch, where the water wil 
tegin to be of use. It is only a quos 
tiou of time when the ditch will bo full, 
completed, and laud now producing 
sagebrush will yield grain by the thou 
sands of bushels; sufficient to supply 
not only the whole valley but the sur 
rounding county. 


Free Trausportatlou. 


On and after Marnh 20, 1883, the 


Union Pacific ^Railway Company wil] 
give free transportation, by freight or 
express, on all food supplies for use ol 
the «ating houses on the line of the 
road. In consideration of this; free rate 
the proprietors of all houses on the 
road will charge not to exceed 75 cents 
per meal for all passengers, and for 
railroad men not to exceed 25 cents pel 
meal.

I'lie New cattle Farmers—Wyoming 


n» a 
C'attle-ralHlnu Country— 


Urnut'v fteminUcemc«8. 


The New York farmers dined together 


wtt Monday evening for the last time 
daring the present season. James A. 
Burden presided, and introduced as first 
peaker Thomas Sturgis, who, he said, 
represented 60,000 head of cattle. 


Sturgis said that the first prerequisite 


o successful cattle raising was climate 
n which cold rains did not coexist. 
Cattle would stand great extremes of 
either but not together. 
At Port Gar- 


and, in the St. Louis Valley, in 1873, 
<he post-trader baa told him his beef 
cuttle had been repeatedly subjected to 
a temperature of 45 degrees below zero, 
and during all that time h* had been 
able to supply beef of good quality to 
the post. This was due to the absolute 
dryness of the climala throughout the 
cattle-raising regions of the West. To 
show the enormously rapid growth of 
the stock business in the West, he 
cited Wyoming, the Stock-growing As- 
sociation of which he waa a member. 
Ten years ago it was organized with 
ten members, representing 25,000 bead 
of cattle, worth $500,000. 
To-day it 


has a membership of 100, representing 
1,000,000 bead of cattle, and is worth 
$30,000,000. 
Last year they sent to 


market 200,000 head of cattle, which 
netted to the owners about $1,000,000. 
The four great difficulties they had to 
contend with were the Indians, 
the 


white outlaws and the thieves of the 
border, 
contagious diseases and the 


climate. 
The first three had been 


practically reduced to nothing by the 
Association. 
They 
had their 
own 


police, watching every outlet by which 
cattle could be smuggled out of the 
country, and they had effectuolly pre- 
vented tfae introduction of 
disease 


Sturgis closed'by advocating a similarly 
rigurous quarantine system to prevenl 
the export of diseased cattle. We have 
now a "sohbduled" country, and this 
means a loss of two cents a pound on 
three thousr.nd tons of beef, which left 
this country weekly for Europe, or a 
grand total of $6,000,000 a year. He 
had been assured by Dr. Loring that 
an annual expenditure of not exceeding 
$2,000,000 would provide an efficient 
sanitary cattle policy. 


Mr. Dater said he believed the most 


pr, fi.able industry in the West would 
be the raising of horses and mules. 
Draught horses and cnules could be 
raised for not exceeding $20 per head, 
and this would show even a greater 
profit than cattle raising. 


General Grant gave some interesting 


reminiscences of the stock business in 
Texas, when, in 18-15, he first visited 
that country, and still later, when ha 
hud gone through ourcnttld raising Ter- 
ritories. 
He had believed that by this 


time that section of country would be in 
the same sttue as tho South American 
large ranch owners, raising cattle for 
the mere sake of getting the hides and 
tallow, but the-wonderful development 
of our population aud our prosperity 
ha 1 fortunately made this expectation 
fa!, of its fulfillment.

COUNTY NOTES. 


Tbe Eagle Lake Tunnel—Benefits 
Expected to Follow Its Completion. 


A correspondent from Susauville, Las- 


sen county, writes encouragingly to the 
San Francisco Post of -the outlook in 
that section. There is usually abun- 
dance of rain for a crop if the water 
could be saved and distributed at stated 
periods of the year, but this has not 
been done to any considerable extent. 
The tunnel to tap Eagle lake, which 
will irrigate the entire of Honey Lake 
valley and fit it to sustain an important 
and producing population, is making 
steady progress, a large body of whits 
men being constantly engaged at the 
work. It wilt be of vast benefit to the 
state at large when completed, as be- 
ing the most direct test of^ the compre- 
hensive policy of the Desert Land act, 
which was modeled upon the Lass en 
County Desert Land law, under which 
this irrigation scheme is being carried 
out. The great drawback to Lasseu 
county is the want of cheap and rapid 
transportation. 
It markets its products 


at Beno, in Nevada, and Chico, in Cali- 
fornia, but the distance to either place 
and the expense of transportation are 
constant bars to agricultural develop- 
ment. Upon the 
completion of the 


Nevada and Oregon narrow gauge road 
this drawback will be removed. Its 
vigorous prosecution towards comple- 
tion is earnestly desired by all settlers 
in tbe valleys of Lasseu and further 
north. This is the easiest route through 
northern California to 
Oregon, and 


opens up a vast tract of fertile valley 
laud, well 
watered, with 
timbered 


ranges within easy distance of the agri- 
cultural areas. 
The timber supply on 


E.igle lake is very large but it is quite 
inaccessible until the tunnel and flume 
in course of construction for irrigation 
purposes have beeu completed. The 
crops are being gotten in fairly, and 
• very settler is full of promise for the 
future. 
Susanville, with characteristic 


energy, is rehabilitating itself after the 
late fire. 


The Sierra Couuty 
(Out.) Tubune

The Altnras Independent, answering 


an article of a cotemcorary says: "In a 
recent issue of the Adin Argus appeared 
an article in regard to tbe stock raisers 
of this northern country, which does not 
do justice to the stock raiser* of this 
county, in that it is calculated to create 
the impression that the herds and flocks 
of Modso county are composed of mus- 
tang horses, Spanish cattle, scrubby 
aheep and razor-backed hogs. 
The 


writer of the article in question makes 
three exceptions naming one inaa who 
raises good horses, another who ban fine 
hogs, and another who raises thorough- 
bred cattle, and then intimates that 
these are the only ones throughout the 
wbole country who are taking steps to 
improve their stock. So far as Big Val- 
ley is concerned we are unable to con- 
tradict this statement, and it may be 
true of that section, but in the eastern 
part of toe county there is hardly a 
stock-raiser but is endeavoring each year 
to improve his herd or flock, by tbe 
purchase of or breeding to thoroughbred 
animals. 
Among those who make a 


specialty of importing and raising thor- 
oughbred stock we will mention a few in 
order to show that our stock-raisers ore 
endeavoring to improve the stock of the 
country. Within the past few years the 
McConaughy Bros, of Ft. Bidwell have 
imported direct from Kentucky, several 
car loads of thoroughbred bulls, beside? 
a number of jacks and jennets, rams and 
swine. J. D. Oarr has within the past 
two years shipped fifty held of thorough- 
bred cattle to his ranch at Clear Lake. 
For the past six years Joshua Brown of 
Eagle creek has been engaged in import- 
ing thoroughbred cattle, and this Sum- 
mer he will hold his fourth annual sale 
of thoroughbred bulls and heifers. These 
sales are atteuded by stockmen from far 
and near, and animals from his herd 
have become pretty well distributed 
throughout the country. Geo. H. Bay- 
ley of this place has a number of 
thoroughbred bulls on his ranch. S. S. 
Bayley has been breeding up his cattle 
for several years, and is now selling beef 
cattle that are three-quarters Durham. 


i Geo. C. Fletcher, of Goose Like, bus a 


fine band of three-quarter aud full-blood 
Durham cows. 
We might mention oth- 


ers who are raising flue cattle, but this 
will suffice 
for the present. 
As for 


horses, we do not believe there is 
county in the Stilts where more atten- 
tion is paid to the careful selection of 
animals for breeding purposes. 
Henry 


Hilton, of Hot Spring Valley, makes a 
specialty of diaft-hoises and for severai 
years kept a thoroughbred Clydesdale 
stallion aud several mares of the samo 
breed. 
A number of the horsemen are 


provided with coJts from this horse and 
half-blood Clydesdales ,ue quite common 
in this country. 
Parvnau & Co. of Sur- 


prise Valley (ire the proprietors of a full- 
blood Norman horse aud the farmers of 
Surprise valley are raising some of the 
finest 
draft-horses to 
be 
found in 


any country. In almost every band of 
horses in this country c»u be found de- 
scendants of such horses as Gladiator, 
Newell, Pill-box and other noted horses 
ull of which make excellent roadsters, 
carriage nnd saddle horses, and not a 
few of thorn are ginning reputations on 
the turf. In regard to sbpep there has 
been an equal endeavor on the part oj 
the 
wor>l-growerb to 
improve 
their 


flocks. Three years ago J. H. Darevau 
brought about a hundred head of bucks 
to his ranch, which he selected from 
the best flockb in the SVute. Theae 
bucks were sold aud distributed titnoog 
the sheep-raisers. 
By breeding com- 


mon ewes to these bucks, sheep were 
produced that sheared from 20 to 30 
pounds of wool each year. 
Among 


other importers of fiue sheep we might 
mention Messrs. Soammon and Wood- 
son of Surprise valley, E. Lauer of 
this place, nil of whom have been en- 
gaged in so doing for a number of 
yeais. Coming down to hogs, the im- 
porters of swine are too numerous to 
mention. In fact there is scarcely a 
farmer in Surprise, Goose Lake or Hot 
Spring valleys but what has thorough- 
bred bogs, and are laisiag auimala that 
will compete favorably in weight and 
size with any 
hogs in the United 


States."
